China appears to be catering upow a 
reform which was uct so very long ago The 
subject of protracted and lively dise :sai 
in England. ‘That is. the question of 
corporal punishment. According to nor-hera 
papers, the ‘Ticutsin Magistrate, by orJler 
of the Viceroy, has publishe Lan announee- 
ment that the use of the bamboo bas baea 
abandoned, and that fines will be substi. 
tute | for corperal punishment, ‘a8 prevails 
+. other countries.” According to the 
Lientsia Times, the seale of punishment is 
thus re-adjasied : °

of bribes, the persecution of innocent and 
poor men; and the systein which permits a 
eriminal to hire or Luy a substitute to un- 
dergo Kis punishment should be swept 
uway. But while there appears to be a 
tendency nowadays to emulate foreign 
. Inethods of criminal jurisprudence, it is 
nece sary that the question of punishmen's 
as a means tounend should not be lost sight 
of. 
the principles of humanity when adopted 
in too hard and fast a fashion are apt to 
ruu counter to the interests of justice, 
which means the good of the ccmmunity. 


avoid misunderstandings, we should say, of 
criminal society—upon which moral suasion 

can have no possible effect; while in certain 
other cases, common to both Europe and 
Chiua, a fine is a farce. In this Colony 

it.ig posssible on oceasiou to notice discrep-

It is 
maintained here because it has been found 
such a. capital deterrent, It is possible 
sometimes to find a Chinaman more eisily 
and surely touched in his amour propre 
than ever a bamboo could touch him through 
h:s pacbydermatous hide. &uch a reform 
as we now somewhat vaguely foresee would 
involve much additional trouble, and would 
require that evidence shuld be taken as to 
the circumstances and character of the 
criminal. For instauce, a wealthy one 
should not be fined: other wealthy oues 
like-minded would he deterred by learning 
that he had gune to the stocks. A poorer 
one might be so poor that he has no pride 
the stocks could touch. His antecedents 
would be investigated, and if, as is p:ubable, 
it-were found that he had some treasured 
possession or secret hoard, others in similar 
circumstances might be deterred by learn- 
ing that the law looked fur the vulnerable 
point and attacked it. In the case of the 
lowest of the low—those criminals with 
neither purse or pride—the infliction of 
physical pain seems the only possible deter- 
reut, and for them the bamboo or the “cat” 
should be reserved. At present, these ideas 
seem to demand two trials in each 
case, one to prove guilt, the other 
to prove capacity for punishment. 
It involves a paradox almost scriptural, 
giving to him that hath (money) some

TO THE HONOURABLE THE REGISTRAR- 

GENERAL. - 

Str.--I am directed by the Committee of the 
Chi.ese ‘Commercial Un'oa to aldress you 
under the following circumstances :— 

As His Exczllency the Governor is no doubt 
aware, a widespr-ad movement has been started 
amongst the Chinese in miny places in China, 
and a'so in the British Colony of the Straits © 
Seltlements, for thy purpose of the boycotting - 
by Chinese of American goods and produsts. 
-uch movement is attributable to the patriotic, 
aud, it seems tous legitimate desire of induc- 
ing the Government of the Uni ed States of 
Americ: to modify the vory stringent laws which 
th y hava made in connection with this 
exclusion of Chinese from the Unit -d. States of 
‘Am rica. i 

Under these circumstances, we wou!'d most 
respectfully ask: His Excellency tha Governor 
for a permit ander ~bis band, under the 
prov--ions of Section 51 of Ordinance No. 3

by Cl.inese of American goods and products,” 
has b-en laid before the Governor. 

His Excel’ency -is not fally informed of 
the constitution of the Chinese Commercial 
Union, but understands that it cousists . of some 
merchants, traders and uthers who are British 
subjects, and of many who are subjects of the 
Emperor of China and are residing in Hong- 
kong for purposes of trade. 
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His Excellency is unable to grant the 
permission asked foy on behalf of these gentle- 


men, a8 combined action of the nature con- ; 


templated only can be regarded as au atfack on 
the commerce of a friendly power, aud as His 
Excellency is satisfied that such action would 
re-act unfavourably on the trade of this free 
trade port and on all classes wh> have an 
interest in that trade, while its objectcf inducing 
“the Government of the United -States of 
America to modify the very stringent laws

MR. OLIVER BAINBRIDGE AT 
HONGKONG. 


_ Mr. Oliver Bainbridge. the celebrated author 
and explorer,on August 2&th granted au inter- 
view toa Duily Press reporter, Mr. Bainbridge 
leaves ere to-day for Shanghai, and from 
thence he will travel 
‘province of Hunan, where he is auxions tu see 
and make a study of the designated Chinese 
Jews. The explorer’s travels have heen to the 
most remote and un ivilised parts of the world, 
and he has always made a point of calling upon 
the rulers of these countries. with a view to 
getting his information first hand for the work 
he intends publishing of the experiences he lias 
encountered. Mr. Bainbridge stated that 
the native racex were always particularly 
fascinating for him, and he thought they had 
been considerably neglected and looked down 
upon, whereas they had so many wonderful 
characteristics which, unless peop!e had studied 
them properly, thev really could not. conceive. 
The explorer, who has tramped over the greater 
part of New Guinea. claims to be the first’ man 
who discovered Jews among the Papuans: the 
rites and doctrines in the religion professed 
by this people are strikingly similar to 
Judaism. Qur representative was favoured 
with a view of the wonderful collection 
of pictures Mr. Bainbridge has collected 
in his travels. and amoug them he pointed 
out thei black Jew of New Guinea and the 
ordinary native. Our representative fur-her 
learned that the great explorer in lis travels 
had met practically every celebrated man and 
woman living at the present time. 
educational institutions, where he made 
with a view to compiling a book oo the subject, 
which no one seems to have taken up. and for 
which he thinks there iz great. necessity. In 


this respect he spoke in most eulogistie terins - 
of the courtesy of H.E. the Gravernor. who saw |

It is 
impossible to contend that this order was suffici- 
ent to pive Ail defendant a larger right of 
trespass than he originally possessed: though 

am dispo.ed to think that if on due notice 
being given. as it ought to have baen given, the 
plaintiff had refused to allow the work to be 
done, or bal prevented it. this might have been 
sufficient grounds for proceeding against 
him. But in respect to the drain which 
connected the defendant's system with the 
plamtiff’s. (ere is no order at all. or even 
approval by the Sanitary Board. The plsuox 
sent into that Board by the  snrveyors 
of the two parlies respectively were supplied ta 
the Court by the Department. In ho h the old 
drain is merely described as “ existiug drain“: 
in the defendant's plan it is~indic ted by dotted 
lines. It is apparent that so faris the me n- 
strucUion of the draiu was conc -rued, this part 
of the system was left out of cousideration, and 
it is impossible after examiuing the plins uot te 
se that the only plans whicn wege sanctioned 
by the Poard, because no athe s fate submitted 
to fea, were the indep-ndent ‘system. of the 
plaintiff and defendant : it is impossible not to 
cue to the conclusion on the plans that these 
two systems would he connected by the existing 
drain. , No change in (hut was iud‘cated. It 
formed une sential part of the defendant's new 
system. So far. therefore, the defendant has 
not even the justification for his trespass 
of the approval of the Saniary Board.

Plaiutiff 
ig not receive the raid sum of $26,000 
dn claime 1 that ths ducument be ein ell d, 
asking for a decla~ation that the .signatar: was 
a forgery avd that the document was void. In 
‘the statement of claim filed by defendant, the 
‘atter denied that the plaintiff wa: a minor. 
“With reference to the paracraph in the claim 
respec‘ing plaintiff's shard of Inland Lot No. 7, 
the defendant said that a man called L» Kwong 
Chiu, whom the defendant did not admit to he 
the same person as the plaintiff, was entitled a: 
tenant in common to one fifta share in tne lot 
mentioned and that hi. tith: was registered. 
Defendant averr d that all ths estate and 
interest of Lo Kwong Chiu waSsas-isnel to 
defendant by an indenture of’ mortgiga, 
dated 3lst March, 1{1°5, in” consideration 
of the sum of 826,000, which was then 
ani there paid by defendant to Lo Kwong 
Chiu.

BEQUEL T@ A COLLISION AT SEA. 

The Venetia Steamship Company claimed 
judgment against Elias Kiser Bernt Larssen 
and John Schwarten, owners of-the s.s. Pretevs, 
and also a reference to the Registrar to assess 
the amount of damages resulting from a 
collision for which. plaintiff declares the 
Proteus was reeponsible. Captain St. John 
George, of the Mucquarie, sat as nautical 
assessor. Mr. Sharp, K.C., acted for plaintiffs 
and Mr. Pollock, K.C., for defendants, The 
owuers of the Proteus also claimed against the 
owners of the Jevetia. but the actions were 
consolidated. ; ! 

At the outset Mr. Sharp mentioned that two 
paragraphs, articles 16 and 29 of the regulations 
for preventing collisions at sea—Had been 
omitted from the pleadings, and though he did 
not thir k they were -very, important he would 
like to know if his Lordship thought tliey 
should be included. oi 

His Lordship did not consider that any 
amendment was necessary. 

. Mr. Sharp read the pleadings which set out 
that the collision took place ou the morning of 
14th March, 1905, when the /’rofeus appeared 
from out of a bank of fog at an excessive speed 
in the circumstances and struck the Venetia on 
the s‘arboard side. aaa 

Mr. Sharp afterwards pres nted the material 
facts of the case. On the 14th March of this year 
the Venetia was on a voyage from Hongkong 
jo Japan laden with coal. 1 uring the preceding 
night the vessel had been constantly passing 
through showers and fog and _ proceeded 
throughout the night at various speeds, slowing 
down whenever there was one of those showers 
or banks of fog. AtSam..the Venetia altered 
her course to north east three quarter east. 
This was importaut in view of the fact that 
> the Venetia continuel upon this conrsxe up to 
the time of the collision. At 9 o'clock the 
position of the Venetia. was somewhere about 
23 miles south east of Good Hope Cape. At 
that time she was going full speed with a low 
head of steam, and on the bridge was th: 
e:ptain and third officer. with the quar er 
muster onthe look-out. Accordiug to the log hook 
the Venetia entered a slight fog at 9.4 a.m, 
and her engines were put half-spead, which wa< 
estimated by the engineer to be abont fire knots 
an hour. The Venetia then began to sound her 
fog signal, the signal fora steamer under weigh, 
which waga very long blast every two minutes. 
Shortly afterwards the captain of the Venetia 
heard ahead the whistls of another ship which 
ultimately profed to be the Norwegian steamer 
Proteus, which was on a voyage from Japan to 
Hongkeng. The Venetia’s eagines were put s'ow 
about one and a half knots, and thereafter she 
proceeded with caution. At 9-14, when the for 
becume denser and the whistle of the other ship 
continued to approach, the Venetta’s engines 
were reversed for a few revolutions, and she 
sounded tho signal for a steamer which was 
stationary— tivo prolonged blasts As the Vernet a 
wasthas slationary the Proteus suddenly apper- 
ed about one anda half points on the Fenetia’s 
starboard, close to the Venetia. "two cr three 
lengths, and approaching rapidly—rapidly iu 


fog. He held that the Venetia had complied with 
the conditions ‘of good seamayship in the 
circumstances. The Proteus, on the other hand, 
failed either to proceed with the caution 
required, failed ‘to stop, and failed to comply ‘ 
with the regulations of good seamanship. The 
Proteus mislocated the Venetia: She approached’ 
ata speed, which under the circumstances, was : 
excessive, and when the officer in command | 
found himself. ds it were, on the top ef the: 
Venetia he apparently lost his head and made 
the worst manouvre possible in the circum. 
stances. He swung his bow round into the 
stem of the Venétia. How he canted her head 
round was not for them to say. The law on the 
subject was simple. It was a case under the fog 
regulations, and:the rule was that those regula- 
tions override the articles for general steerin z: 
He would submitthat the /’rofeus was going atan 
exce-sive speed in the fog and in the proximity 
of another vessel ahead of her. He would suh- 
mit that the Pyotews onght to have s'opped 
some time before the collision. The Venetia 
stopped and he would prove by her ]+g-that the 
Proteus did not stop at all. In the preliminary 
act defendant fated that the speed of thé 
Proteus at the time of the collision was two and 
a half knots. e wou'd submit that the Proteus 
was wrong in cHanging her coursa to starboard 
and so bringing herself to the placa of the 
collision, which she would not have done had 
she not changed her course. The evid-nce 
clearly established the fact that the Venetia was 
stationary at the time of the collision, an1 it 
also clearly established the fict that the great 
force with which the ships met was entirely die 
to the weigh of the Prefeus. Consequently he 
would submit that the Pretevr was solely to 
blame. 

The evidence of the captain of the Venetia, 
Charles’ Fergus Reid; and other officers taken 
on commission at Calculatta was read. It was! 
of an exceedingly voluminous charactar, and 
tended to bear out counssl’s opening state- ; 
ment. From this is appeared that the} 
Proteus struck the Venetia and went along; 
her side, scraping it. The collision occurred 
about two and a half minutes after =the 
engines of the Venetia were stoppet.

HONGKONW'S VEGETABLE SUPPLY: UNSATOURY 
DISCLOSURES. 

I obseryed in your morning issue of yester- 
day's date that the Hongkong Sanitary Board 
proposed to legis!ate bye-laws to prohibit gar- 
deners in the Colony from using human excreta 
for manuring their vegetable gardens, as such 
practice may always be dangcrous to health and 
especially so in times of epidemics of cholera 
and typhoid. It may be interesting for you to 
know that larze quantities of vege‘ables that 
are consumed in Hongkong are products ex- 
ported from Canton. Most of. the vegetable 
gardens here are situated in the environs of the 
East Gate of the City, which extend right up 
to the fort of the White Cloud Mountains. “All | 
vegetables that come from that quartet into 
the city either for local consumption or export, 
it ig needless to say, are manured with human 
nightsoil, and they are all washed in the 
‘‘leper’s pond,” near the leper’s village which is 
situated clos3 by the East Gate. This is a 
matter of fact; there is uo exaggeration aboat 
it. Someof the European docfors here who have 
witnessed thesa proceed ngs beihg carried on there 
wi'l confirm my statemen's. Unfortunately 
the Chinese proverb says: ‘anything washed 
by water can b: considered clean” and those 
Shameen or Canton European residents who do 
not possess vegetable gardens of their own 
will have to rao censidabla risk not only in 
epidem’c seasons, but all the yair round as 
long as they use vegetables poduced by the 
natives. 

LEPROSY. 

Uate'y I hear thut a certain benevolent 
European doctor here has proposed to Viceroy 
Shum to start a leper institution on European 
methods and he is willing to reader 
services free of charge, devoting a certain 
number of hours every day to the institution 
for attending to the lepers and intructing 
several pupils in the methods of treating 
leprosy, so that in a few years those pupils will 
be able to rua the hospital without his assis- 
tance, There are 20,000 lepersin Canton and 
they are freely permitted to leave the leper 
vil age and to come into the city to beg. This is 
not only a public nuisance but it is also a source 
of datger to the citizens, as the lepers go 
round the public markets to make purchases, 
and handle the various kinds of articles ‘of 
food. The doctor suggests the selection of a 
large island somewhere down the Canton 
River and to have all the lepers in Canton 
isolated there. I believe Viceroy Shum has 
taken a favourable view of the doctor's proposal 
and there is every likelihood that the proposi- 
tion will be carried ont in the near future. Bat 
the only thing which may hinder the scheme 
from being taken up at once is that the Pro- 
viucial coffer is not in any way over-flowing. 
Unless the various large charitable Societies 
and wealthy peop!e here are prepared to give 
their pecuniary support at «nce, Iam afraid it 
will soon be forgotten. Let us sincerely hope 
that the shrewd and enlightened Viceroy 
thom willfinda way. _

. CHINESE PENAL CODE REFORM. | 

Trauslation from the Sze Mun Po:— 

“The present made five common laws for the 
punishment of criminels, viz:—" Chi” (i.e) to 
whip with a short bsmboo ; “ Cheong” (ie) to 
flog with a cudgel ; ~ To,” (¢.+.) banishment not 
exceeding 500 li; “Lau” (ée¢.) banishment 
beyond the barrier of a province ; and “ Tai Pik” 
(i.e.) capital punishment or beheading. The 
ministers appointed to amend the criminal 
laws have already pointed out that althongh 
“Chi” and “Cheong” are very light punish- 
ments yet it is extremely easy to inflict 
serious injuries to the body. The best 
way is to follow the methods of western 
nations, and that is to substitute these two 
punishments either by imprisonment with labour 
or by monetary fines, the last of which is similar 
{o our ancient custom by which one could atone 
for a crime by payment of money. The minis- 
ters have memorialized the throne to the above 
effect, and their memorial has been favourably 
received, and ordered to be carried into effect 
in all the provinces. We now hear that the 
Board of Punishment at Peking states that 
owing to the large number of petty 
officers and runners being employed in that 
department, and that the sum of money 
granted to that department is insnfficient to 
meet its current expenses. the board. have 
decided that every district in a province is to 


| contribute an anuual sum of 100 ftaels to the 


board for meeting its current expenses. A 
dispatch to this effect has reached the local 
authorities here yesterday.”

alarmed at this owing’ othe buildings having been 
rather badly shaken by the recent earthquake : 
bat happily such was not the case. ~The tide in 
tbe inner harbour rose abnormally high during 
the blow, and the water was a foot higher than 
the sea wall and swept a lot of things on the 
praya. Juoks and’ sampans weat for shelter in 
time, hence there is very little damage doneafioat, 
except that the stern wheel house boat of the 
Macao Hotel was sunk near the Heungshan 
wharf. : ; 

In the city very litle or no dama ze has been 
done to the buildings. but the roads along the 
praya suffered somewhat owing to the heavy 
geas..and many trees were uprooted. I have not 
any loss of life to report. It rained in torrents 
during the storm, and this will materially help 
{o increase the storage of water in all the wells 
in the city. from where our main water supply 
is wawn. :

PORK TAX RIOTS: A BUTCARR KILLED. 

Since the imposition of the tax, some two 
years ago, it has never been success “ully 
collected, ax the butchers had always resisted 
with threats thos: who attempted to doso. On 
the 13th instant the pork farmar paid a visit to 
ithe markats. accompanied by seven soldiers, to 
begin the collection of the tax on the butchers. 
The latter assambled in such numbers to resist 
that the soldiers thought that pradence was the 
better part of valowr aid withdrew, but not 
before the farmer hal exp-rienced some 
violence at the hands of the market folks... 
On tha 2let instant, however, the sab-prefect 
made up his mind to come down from 
Limchow with the sole intention of seeing the 
law effectively carried through. Soon after his 
arrival a squal of thirty-two men uuder a 
sergeant was despatched to the old market to 
enforce the collection from each stall, when 
resistance was offered as on previous occasions. 
The soldiers then proceeded to the new market 
to make a slart, where the butchers #mbold-ned. 
perhaps. by the success of their brethren in.the 
guild, xyhowed fight with clubs and pieces of 
fire-wood. One man, the leader it is said, on being 
urrested. resjs‘el madiy, but the soldiers - soea 
overpowered him, beating him with the buttends 
of their guns. Another butcher audaciously tried 
to wrest the gun fromone of the soldiers. LE the 
struggle the charge went off, appereatly by 
accident, making a big hole in his right breast 
besidessmashing his left wrist into pulp. He fell 
dowa dead. Itis needless to state the whole crowd 
took to their heels on hearing the report of the 
gun, followed by the tumbling of the riotous 
butcher. The first man arrested had received 
‘such a rough handling that the sol-liers resolved 
to leave him on the spot to be cared for by. his 
comrades, ‘The man killed was alao left there 
until the following day when his

THE TYPHOON. 


Ou August 30th a typhoon came to Hong- 
koug from the E.SE. All the previous duy 
the Tuwmar had the typhoon signal hoisted : 
on August 30th it was a drum surmounted by an 
inverted cone. 

The waters of the harbour afforded an awe- 
inspiring spectacle, big waves with white crests 

. racing towards the Bund, amid clouds of spray. 
Breaking against. the retainiog wall, some of 
them threw gallons of water clean across the 
Praya, often splashing the upper windows of 
the hongs facing the sea. In the tumbling. 
troughs observable between the Douglas S:S. ; 
Co's wharf and the Club, plenty of flotsam was 
observable, spars, planking, an oil drum, and. 
an up‘uroed wherry, being notic din a hurried 
‘scanning of the seascape. A fierce wind with 
driven sleet swept the Praya, and it was 
no day for loitering on the waterfront. 
The matshed at the Queen's Statue Wharf was 
partly de-roofed, and collapsed, but was pre- 
vented from straying by the sturdy lamp post 
round which it was built. The lamppost will 
require straightening, Except for two or 
three steamers straining at anchor, the harbour 
was deserted. Junks and sampans had all 
disappeared ; and there were no signs of the 
Kowloon ferry boats. One steam launch dis- 
appeired under the eyes of anxious watchers ; 
at tiffin “time ; but it was very mis‘y, and she 
might have turned sbout and ruo before the 
gale, perbaps to the windward of Stonecutters 
Ialafid. No launch could be later heard of as 
missing. A small dinghy was smash d to 
matchwood further down the Praya. It had 
either been forgotten by somebody, or had blown 
from some vessel on the otber side. 

In the city, broken giass was much in ovi- 
denca, and on the higher levels-broken limbs of 
trees were in many places scattered about. 
In Ice House Street the front portion of Mee 
Chung’s studio was blown down. 

SUBSEQUENT REPORTS OF DAMAGE, 

Since our last issue, further details are {o 
hand of damage caused by the part of the 
typhoon that swept Hongkong. Many roads 
have been blocked in the New T-rritory, anda 
few on the higher levels, by trees which have 
beeu torn up by the roots. A number of tele- 
graph poles and mateheds hare also been blown 
down. The time-worn prandstand of the Hung- 
kong Football Club at Happy Vulley is now a 
heap of ruins. A large sampan sank close to 
Jardine’s wharf. The mast shows above -water. | 

At the Water Police Station at Tsimchatsoi, : 
one of the stays of the flugstaff gave way abou 
four o'clock on Wednesday afternoon, and it 
was found ‘necessary to lower the typhoon | 
signals to prevent the staff from snapping. 

Many-of the matsheds at the corner of 
MacDonnel and Austin Roads, Kowloon, also 
at Biackhead’s Point cams to grief, while the 
Star Ferry matshed on the other s‘de was blown 
away. Mr. Lemm’s small wooden summer 
house at Hunghom also collapsed before the 
force of the gale. : 

At Kowloon City the front portion of the 
verandah of the police station was blown down, 
while on this side, from the Star Ferry Wharf 
to Connaught Koad, considerable damage has 
besn done to the road by the wash of the sea. 

While the typhoon was at its height a 
matshed in the Sbamsuipo district caught fire,« 
it is supposed by the ignition of some dry grass 
in the cookhouse. To stay the flamgs was a 
ma'ter of impossibility, and it was }rith the 
greatest difficulty that a sty full of pigs could 
be released before they were enveloped in 
flames. The damage caused_by thé fire is 
estimated at $15', and nog ce had been 
effected. 


The Chinese Government is reported to have 
set its face againgt tte practice of purchasing 
military appointments.

“The Hongkong Government has published a 

statement of accounts for the first four months 
of the present year. Beginning with a balance 
in hand of $326,413.17, the ivcome was 
augmemted by $2,071,547.83, exclusive of land 
gales, which realised $201,140.00. Light dues 
amounted to 425,642.09. licences and internal 
revenues $1,572.653.73, Court fees 3137,502.71, 
Post Office $155.918.22, Government rents 
$132,694.25, and water, $21,671.85. The 
light dues wore 3598.61 more than in the 
corresponding period of the previous yrar. 
Licences. etc, realised $219,031.01 more. Court 
fees showed an increase of $12 623.93; and the 
Pest Office paid $7.76U.11 extra, all well up to 
or outside of the estimates, Government rents 
showed a decrease of 824,930.58: and nnleas the 
succeeding months show better returns, the 
estimate will not be reached hy five figures, 
This obviously suggests that the bulk of these 
receipts are not dne uatil the later months. 
Water receipts showed an increase of $1,564.27. 
The total increase (exclusive of land sales; 
which were increased by $81,876,45) amounted 
to $218,725.81. On the expenditure side, 
pensions claimed $79,360.78 (an increase of 
£454.25, promising to exceed the estimate), 
Governor $25,087.75 (an increase of $4,926.39,

We are indebted to Mr. Percy A. Sheppard, 
of the Transvaal Emigration Agency, Tientsin 
who but recently arrived in North China from 
British North Borneo, for the following note: 
and personal impressions of the retiring 
Governor :— ~ i 

Mr. E. Perigrine Gaeritz. w'iose resignation 
as Governor of B. N. B, &ce, &c., is just 
reported, was, in his early days, on the staff of 
the Bank of New Z-aland. in that Coloay. He 
subsequently ob‘ained an appointment, under 
Government,in the Malay St.tes, and eventually 
joined the service of the Chartered Company of 
British North Borneo, bolding office in the 
Government as Resident at Labuan, and then 
at the capital, successively cs Po«tmaster- 
Cteneral, Government Setretiry, and Judicial 
Commissioner. On the-resignation of Govarnor 
Ernest Wo dford Birch, C.M.G. (late in 1903). 
he wax appointed Acting Governor, being 


finally appsinted t» the full Governorship of: 


British North Borneo. 

Whilst still holding office as Judicial Com. 
missioner he classified the laws promulgated 
within the stite. and published these in book 
form. All law court proceedings are con- 
ducted under the [ndian civil and penal codes 
with such modifica ions and additions as have 
heen found necessary t> suit the local circenm- 
stances, customs. and religions of the rac’s 
within the t»rritory, and these are.to b+ found 
in Governor Gueritz’s useful and comprehensive 
menial. 

The fact of his having ben singled out for 
the high office of Governor, in preference to 
the Chart red Company, as previous'y, borrow- 
ing, and, so to speak, importing a Governor 
with Malay Peninsular experience, bas the 
fullest testimony to his well known admipistra- 
tive capabilities and to the high esteem ia which 
he is held by the court of directors as well as 
the Colonial Office at home. which has to sauc- 
tion the appointment.
